THE BALTIC. 
Lonpon, April 29.—The Standard’s Paris cor- 


| respondent states that the report has been re- 


vived that Germany is seeking to secure a neu- 
tralization of the Baltic in the event of war. 
COUNTERMANDED. 

The Standard’s Constantinople dispatch says 
-the great Russian review announced for Mon- 
day has been countermanded. 

BISMARCK OUT. 

The Times has the following from a corre- 
spondent at 8t. Petersburg: *“‘There is. some 
truth in the rumors that Prince Bismarck has 
retired from the position of mediator. As the 
principle of simultaneous withdrawal from 
Constantinople is accepted, he thinks the nego- 
tiations as to details can be more conveniently 
cafried on directly between the parties con- 
cerned. , Perhaps he is also influenced by 
certain unofficial insinuations that he does not 
ardently desire the success of the negotiations. 
Russia is quite ready to continue negotiations 
direct, and hopes Lord Salisbury will abandon 
his purely negative criticism, but it is not known 
how England intends to act. Some very well 
informed people here are convinced that direct 
negotiations can hardly fail to be successful if 
both sides desire an amicable arrangement. I 
am assured this is the case with Russia, who is 
ready to accept any arrangement securing tbe 
amelioration of the condition of the Christians 
and a moderate compensation.”’ 

RUSSIA’S TERMS. 

The correspondent recites the modifications of 
the San Stefano treaty to which Russia is_ will- 
ing to submit, such as the limitation of the 
boundaries and of the period of occupation 
of Bulgaria, the substitution of a European for 
a Russian Commission, and the organization of 
a European Syndicate to consider the claims of 
the holders of Turkish bonds, as well as Rus- 
sia’s claims for tndemnity. He says he 
has also good reason to believe Russia 
will content herself with a retrocession of a 
small strip of Bessarabia inhabited by Russians. 
She will, however, to all appearance, remain 
firm on the question of submitting the whole 
treaty, as she cannot agree to any proposal 
which has an evident intention of inficting a 
humiliation. 

IN INDIA. 

A Calcutta dispatch to the Times says it is 
reported that the, commanding officers of nu- 
merous regiments have received orders to have 
everything ready for immediate embarkation. 

ILL-HUMOR. 

Lonvow, April 28.—The 7imes’ correspondent 
at Vienna says all sides are willing to continue 
negotiations, although there is some momentary 
ili-humor in St. Petersburg, at the difficulties 
concerning mutual withdrawal from Constanti- 
nople. This is caused by questions of detail, 
and not change of mind on the part of Great 
Britain. Efforts to arrive at an understanding 
on this point are not considered abandoned. 

IDLE RUMORS. 

A special to the Zelegraph from Berlin states 
that Austria is resolved to take immediate aud 
lorcible possession of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

The Tetegraph’s Vienna correspondent says he 
believes the foregoing statement based on mere 
conjecture. 

A special to the New Free Press of Vienna re- 
ports that England and Russia agreed to with- 
draw to the Dardanelles and Adrianople respect- 
ively. The truth of this report is extremely 
doubtful. |

Proceedings in the House of Commons— 
Queer Laxity of Law—Phenomenal Exht 
bition of a Christian Spirit. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribuna, 
Ottawa, Ont., April 28.—The House of Com- 
mous has disposed of another protection reso- 
lution. This time, coal was the article that it 
was sought to protect. The following is the 
resolution as moved b¥ Mr. McKay, Member for 

Cape Breton: 


“That, in the opinion of this House, it is ad- 


_visable to impose a duty of 75 cents perton on 


the coal impertea tuto the Dominion, so as to 
help to meet the financial deficiency, and. at the 
same time, give a stimulus to a most important 
industry.”’ 

The resolution was voted down,-—the vote 
being 27 to 135. 

In Committee of Supply, an item of $36,500 
for British Columbia Indians coming up, the 
Hon. Mr. Mills, Minister of the Interior, said he 
had information that the Indians of British 
Columbia had made an alliance with their breth- 
ren of Washingtop Territory; and, had it not 
been for the action of the Unitea States troops 
in dispersing Chief Joseph’s band, considerable 
difficulties might have resulted. The Indians 
complained that thelr lands and pasturage had 
been encroached upon. by the white men; and 
the Government had, in conjunction with the 
Government of British Columbia, appointed a 
Commissioner to exumine into their claims. 
The British Columbia Government bad with- 
drawn their Commissioner, owing to the ex- 
pense; but the Dominion Government had de- 
cided to continue their Commissioner for an- 
other season. The item was carried. 

On the item of $101,450 for the Manitoba 
Indians, Mr. Schultz, Member for Maaitoba, 
referring to the recent request of the Purveyor 
of the Northwest Territories for ammunition 
for Winvhester rifles, said the worst possible 
policy the Government could pursuc was to 
put the Indians of the Northwest in possession 
of this class of arms. As the mistake of giving 
them such arms had been made in one treaty. 
he trusted that, ia future dealings with th 
indians, such arms would be kept from theni.” 
The Americans only allowed their Indians in 
the Northwest the very commonest fowling- 
pieces. He said it was true the American 
Indians whe crossed the border had 
the very best weapons,—Winchester_ rifles,— 
but no such weapon had been furnished 
them by the United States Government. They 
were furnished by private parties entirely; and 
this Government should follow a simiiar 
course as the American Government. The 
Hon. Mr. Milis said the suggestion of the 
Honorable gentleman was well worthy of con- 
sideration.

THE INEVITABLE. 
SERMON BY PROF. SWING. 

Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning to 
the Central Church, taking as his text: 

Cast thy burden on the Lord, and He will sustain 
thee. —Psaims, tv.. 22. 

Many instances are found in history where the 
people, aroused by a sense of great public 
wrong, have wept and prayed for some leader 
who might organize them into an army, and 
lead them toa just battle. These scenes did 
not spring from only the sense of dependence 
found in the common people, but also from the 
feeling that all force must be gathered up into 
one and must be directed by one mind. Chaos is 
displeasing§ whether it is seen in tae dawn 
of creation, or is seen in any subsequent 
place or time of all things. The human 
mind loves a unity and a harmony, not more 
in music than in the varied affairs of life. 
Hence it says, “‘Who will lead us in this 
conflict for right or lhberty?” The idolatry 
with which the populace has loved a General 
like Charles Martel, or Orange, or Washington, 
has arisen, not from common impulses of 
friendship, but chiefly from the deep feeling 
that without a leader they would all have been 
nothing. In the unity which the leader brought 


Tones and voices, which otherwise had been dis- 
cordant, were, by this leadership, composed into 
a song. 

The most powerful argument in favor of the 
being of a God is found inthe clamor of the 
human mind forasingle thougiat ana force 
which might be the unity of the universe. 
Chaos in nature wounds all our logic and taste. 
Man begs for some one soul to explain the 
earth, and sun, and stars, the ocean and the 
sky, the day and night, the life and the death. 
As the people in the great English revolutions 
cried out, Who will lead us’ so the people of 
earth in all its ages have said, Who will lead us, 
as we journey along inthis strange world and 
strange life? To this universal inquiry and 
longing, the idea of God comes as the oniy 
adequate answer. The grand flag of Deity is 
unturled, and the human family begins its 
march with composure and peace, often with 
great joy.

#tThe longest periods of time seen at one glance 
show that the guvod may well cast upon the 
Lord their sorrows, for at last. all the labors of 
man are gathered up intoa good result. The 
dead nations of which the marble ruins mark all 
the remote East did not so much perish and 
fling away all their virtue as move westward. 
The Western States, England, Germany, 
France, America, are the children of all those 
Empires which toiled and suffered and sunk 
away by the Nile, or the Tiber, orthe A®gean 
Sea. When the East was fn its glory, the West 
was a mora! desert, and now while the East is 
a ruin the West on both sides of the Atlantic is 
a garden of civilization. The burden of Soc- 
rdtes and Aurelius, all the struggles of old 
patriots, fell upon the Lord, and Hef has fully 
sustained them. In such a wide survey, each 
faithful soul in our land can find motive for 
patient toil, tor his burdens, his disappoint- 
ments, will fall upon the Lord and be trans- 
formed somewhere into victory. The Apostles 
who stood im such an impressive group around 
‘Christ, scattered their truth not by the im- 
pulse of success, but by the impulse of simple 
faith. And thus must we live in our age, ever 
willing to roll our burdens off on the great 
futurity. 

In any age, however enlightened, there will 
always be ground for great depression of spir- 
its, if that awe looks closely about its own feet. 
For it‘is in morals as it is in art, that the prog- 
ress of taste is also the progress of disappoint- 
ment, for an awakened feeling makes the public 
as sensitive toward blemishes as itis toward 
beauty. A musical age wilt lament bad music 
most deeply. So the progress of mental and 
moral culture will make the heart. sicken over 
crimes which would bave created little distress 
in the awe of a Herod or a Borgia. In tne times 
of Herod the Great, the common people who 
earned any money had to bury it or otherwise 
hide it to escape the Government plunderers. 
The tombs of the Hebrew Kings were ransacked 
by Government, and money and bars of gold 
were abstracted, that the political powers of 
Jerusalem might carry ouward their wicked lux- 
ury. it taxed all the genius of the people to 
‘find how they could earn money without having 
it stolen from them by the Procurators, or 
Kings, or Tetrarchs of the district: When Herod 
»the Great died, he willed to bis favorites sums 
which make insignificant the money stolen by 
the thieves of New York, or of the New En- 
gland mill companies. Incredibie as it may 
seem, the common people are less ravaged by 
banaits to-day than they ever have been in a!] 
the historic past. If one people lose one-twen- 
ticth of their earnings by all form of fraud, it 
must be thatin despotisms the populace were 
robbed of a fourth ora half of all the fruits of 
industry,—robbed until industry died from want 
of a motive. 

Our land is too highly educated to bear well 
its thieves aud defauiters. More ignorance 
would bring more bliss. An old Greek General 
who abused and cheated his troons defen led 
bimself by saying that they were giad that he 
bad pot cut off their heads. But the difficulty 
with the American public is, they are educated 
until they expect too much, to the happiness of 
retaining their heads they desire to add the 
pleasure of seeing apme honest use made of 
public and private money. Thus the progress 
of culture may be the equal progress of disap- 
pointinent. 

We are too enlightened to be robbed patient- 
ly. Let us return to the more gober view of 
the case. This is true—that all efforts of the 
good are cared for by the great Jehovah, and in 
this great reflection we must find a mighty im- 
must bury our grief. The 


press, Which attemots to spread the truth; the 
Church, which attempts to teach and practive 
the Gospel of Christ.—are all founded upon the 
Initinite One, and long aiter we are al! dead, He 
will carry our good forward in His great arms. 
what may in our present, we must re- 
sume again the best works our minds can de- 
vise, and leave to the Creator the task of bring- 
ing a world out of our chaos. The moral world 
is a copy Of the material. They answer to each 
other. In our material world the loveliest of 
the seasons is now, as it secms, attempting to 
come. But here in alittle district it is met by 
awful storms. The tornado plucks up many an 
orcbard which was opening its happy blossoms, 
and the deluge of rains beats d6wn and washes 
away many a ficid that was laying plaus for a 
rich harvest. Aud yet, notwithstanding this 
onset of thunder and lightning and flood, the 
immense spring advances, and, having rcpelled 
all its foes, will at last show usa great biossom- 
ing world lying in beauty at our feet. 

Each vear the scene is repeated before us, to 
illustrate the truth that the moral world, al- 
though it meets with vivience at each parallel, 
is yet pushing forward its magnificent scenery, 
aud is pouring around the nations its baimy air. 
The foes of its march are many, but they are 
the foes of an hour, and of puny effort. They 
fall and die in the long periods of our God. 
Where are the enemies which arrested and exe- 
cuted the Aposties! Where are the mobs which 
stoned the martyrs, where the throug which 
crucificd Christ? Where are the Kings which 
opposed liberty in England? Where the 
haughty monarchs and ‘Popes which opposed 
freedom in Europe? Where all those who 
planned and conducted the Inquisition? Where 
those who dealt in human flesh in the market- 
piace and sold their brothers into bondage? All 
these old burdens werewast by the good over 
upon the world’s God, and the tears which fell 
trom the first century onward have been turned 
into the glittering dewdrops of ourage. In a 
universe where pot even a sparrow fails with- 
out God’s will and pity, not one action of a good 
mar, not one prayer of a slave or a martyr, has 
ever been lost. 

The great obligation of each sou! is to do each 
day its plainest and immediate duty. He who 
hesitates is lost. This duty must not be based 
upon suécess now, but upon God. All grici 
must be cast Upon Him. Weare not sent here 
to govern and regulate the universe, but to 
follow asimple path of obedience. Despair is 
not a Virtue, but a weakness. The only heart 
which may well despair is the one which cher- 
ishes no Delicf in a Supreme Leader. To be 
out in sucha battie and to feel that no wise 
commander leads us apd that no prize attends 
victory might weil weigh dowmthe spirits; but 
to follow One whom we call God, aud whom 
we think has gathered up all the ages into one 
harmony, might wellempty tbe heart of repin 
ing aud till it with heroism. 

Pass now, my friends, from the burdens o 
State, and public life, and Church, to the clouds 
that envelope your bome or your individual 
seli, and find in this Scripture text the best 
philosophy the vast reaim of thought can tur- 
nish, Having ion all wavs done the 
best you can, then, if trouble. comes, you 
will tind support in oniy one reficction, 
namely: itis the will of God. This may not 
bring joy, butit wilibring the best peace the 
vorld possesses. You have ail seen, even the 
irreligious, when a child has died in the home, 
fiy to this refuge and say with trembling lips, 
‘i submit tothe will of God.” ‘These words 
are npotaform. The house that mourns a loved 
one makes no use of forms. It seorns empty 
words. it wants a bearer of its awful burden. 
Toe empty home invokes God, aud asks Him to 
throw His sunlight on the hearth. 

Next to this loss of the precious ones comes 
the last hour of self. This crisis called death 
stands before vou andme. It is the inevitable 
indeed. Of the numbericss millions who have 
lived not one has escaped this ordeal. All ars 
gone who even lived so late as the seventeenth 
century. The order which death issues is uni- 
versal and resistiess. inv a few vears., nota 
single one of this assembly will appear in these 
streets. The cemetery will hold our dust. Now, 
tomancoming tothis end of his pilgrimage, 
there can be no thought so fuli of peace as that 
we die by the order of the Creator. Death is 
a part of the same wisdom that made 
the sea and the stars. If, when you 
see the flowers upon a thousand hills, and 
hear the bird song of spring, or see the golden 
grains of summer, or mark the genius of man, 
you say, ** Here are the foot prints ofa God”;

CHRIST CHURCH’S JUBILEE, 
BOW ITS DEBT WAS OBLITERATED. 

A jubilation sermon was preached by Bishop 
Cheney yesterday morning over the fact that 
the Church debt has been at last fully obliter- 
ated. The reyerend speaker chose for his text 
Exodus, xili., 3: “* Remember this day in which 
ye came out from Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage, for by strength of hand the Lord 
brought you out from this place.”” The value 
of a monument, he said, depended upon its pur- 
pose. There was no more pitiable exhibition of 
weakness and folly ;than when @ man 
attempted in marble or canvas to 
dispiay his own form and features so publicly 
that contemporaries and posterity were com- 
pelled to behold his memorial of himself. In 
an American city was astatue commemorating 
& man whose success in gathering riches was his 
highest title tofame. But it did not inspire 
veneration when one recalled the fact that he 
caused it to be erectea there in his own lifetime. 
The face of Louis XIV. looked from tae fres- 
coed ceilings, painted panels, and carved bas- 
reliefs of the paldce of Veisailles. But visitors 
expressed poihing but irrepressible contempt 
when they knew that those pictures were a 
the means in which a tyrant, drunk with 
vanity, sought to immortalize his name. Cato 
said: “1 bad rather that men would ask why 
Cato has not a monumeut than why he has 
one.” There were days Which were monu- 
mental, They recalled some event which bad 
such a profound importance as to give it place 
in history. With these days, as with other 
monumeuts, value depended upon purpose. If 
George Washington had recommended that his 
birthday be commemorated, it would have sunk 
into. oblivion. These memorial days could 
never be egstabiished for the gratification 
of personal vanity nor individual ambition. 
Like trees, they must grow from the sced of 
greatevents; or if, like a statue, thev are 
carved and set up by huiman hands, it must be 
to glorify some other than the sculptor. ‘ To- 
day in glad jubilee,”’ said the speaker, ** this 
elurch and people setup a tnemorial of mercy.”’ 
Well might the people of Christ Church raise 
the glad jubilee, for they were out‘of debt and 
slavery, and there was no slavery for a Chris- 
tiga church like the slavery of debt. After 
fourteen years they iad made their exodus. 
Should they then sct up the day to 
be a monument to themselves? - Should 
they carve deep upon it their own 
names? Rather should they humble themselves 
in a deep sefse of their failings and mistakes. 
hey should recugnize the baud of God in the 
joy which they experienced. To those of Christ 
Church yesterday was an cvent of parish 
history, and it was thereiore appropriate that 
what was said should be of a historic character. 
in reviewing the history of the church, it was 
well to remember how it became in debt. 
Christ Church was an oifshoot of Trinity 
Cnurch, whieh at the time enjoyed spiritual 
and temporal prosperity under the Kev. 
Dr. Noah Hunt Sclenck. lis house of 
worship was on Madison  sircet, just 
west oi Clark street—a large, cruciform wooden 
building. ‘The loresight of the pastor led him 
to revognize the region of the present Christ 
Church (called ** Carville,” from proximity to 
the car-shops) asa polnt where rapid growth 
might occur, and, in the summer of 1855, vr. 
Schenck began a series of Sunday afternoon 
services in an old school-house near the. corner 
of Indiana avenue and Ringgold place (now 
‘Lwenty-second street). ButWr. Schenck’s work 
was not the first, for in 1855 the Rev. Charlies 
V. Kelly had held services, gathered a congre- 
gation, and obtained the consent of 
Bishop Whitehouse to the organization of a 
parish. The application to the Bishop was by a 
petition signed by thirty-six persons, of whom 
only five or six haye been connected with the 
parish in the last ewzbteen years, and of. whom 


only three are now members of the church. | 


Dr. Keliv persevered for about a year and then 
relinguished his efforts. So that when Dr. 
Schenck’s work was begun there was a mere 
shell of a parochial organization to work upon. 
In July, 1859, the speaker had first visited Chi- 
cago. He was invited to officiate two Sundays 
in Christ Church. He had some difliculty in 
finding the place. for it was then unkuowa 
among the ccclesiastical organizations of the 
city, and the building itself was a tiny wooden 
structure, bat amply large for the thirty or 
forty persons who made up the congregation. 
Six months later, in March, 1560, the speaker 
had become the Rector of Christ Church. 
and shortly afterwards the little church build- 
ing was enlarged to seat 250 people. The cost 
of the work was subscribed, and the church 
kept out of debt. The 2¥tn of February, 1564, 
was the turning point in the church history. 
That night the church edifice was destroyed by 
fire. The Vestry took immediate steps to re- 
place it by a better edifice. The first idea was 
to build of wood to seat 500 people, but a mem- 
ber oi the congregation, a contractor, offered to 
replace the old buildiug with one of stove at so 
small an increase that it was decided to spend 
$15,000 In that way. On account of the finan- 
cial depression common throughout the country 
the contractor failed. Tae church borrowed 
more money for him, and he _ procecded 
only to fail again, aml before’ the 
building had been finishea $40,000 had been ex- 
pended forit. ‘The first service was held in the 
new church, Dee. 17, 1865. When, three years 
later, another addition Was necessarv, another 
$15,000 was expended. Thus was the debt oi 
the church created. It was by various means 
diminished to $80,000, and that was the debt 
that had recently peen wiped out. ‘To accom- 
vlish this wiping out a great work was necessa- 
ry, and in proportion to the difficulties over- 
come should be the rejoicing. The chureh had 
bad comparatively few rich men, but a remark- 
able equality in financial standing of its mem- 
bers. he speaker commented upon the finanaal 
embarrassiments prevaicnt at the time chosen 
for the undertaking,—a time when existed the 
most disastrous depressions in the business 
world that this generation, and perbaps this 
century, had ever known. e also referred to 
the recent tigations to deprive the church ol 
their property. He rejoiced that the magnili- 
cept result had been accomplished in a:manner 
that need cause no Christian to blush. No 
questionable methods had been employed. 
Gambiing by church raffles and lotteries had 
not been encouraged, and no consciences had 
been offended by religious balls. Ine debt had 
been raised in accordance with the teachings of 
the Apostle Paul, that Christian giving was a 
part of Christian worship. To the speaker the 
fact that the church had not been driven 
to the employment of any outside apostie 
of the gospei of iiberality to tree it 
from debt was a source oi gladness and grati- 
tude. He cordially recognized the wonderiui 
work donein sister churches by Mr. Kimball. 
But few preachers in the land had wrought such 
blessed results as that lay brother, and yet he 
could not iorget that the anderlying basis ol 
his work appeal to man’s spirit of emulation. 
It roused a spirit of giving as much as one’s 
neighbor gave, and not dependence upon indi- 
vidual ability and self-sacrifice. Above all, he 
could rejoice that the entire amount, with the 


| exception of one generous donation, lad been 


raised by the Christ Caourch people. A new and 
more glorious future opened betore the church. 
from the bundage of det 
only to lead them into a Canaan ofpew obligations 
and higher responsibilities.

THIRD PRESBYTERIAN, 

FIRST SERVICES IN ITS NEW EDIFICE. 

The congregation of the Third Presbyterian 
Church worshiped yesterday morning, for the 
first time, in its pew home on Ashland avenne, 
just south of Madison street. The services 
were held in the lecture-room, the large andi- 
ence chamber up-stairs not having been com- 
pleted in time for yesterday's services.. I]t will 
be opened and formaliy dedicated pext Sunday 
morning, however, when it Will étand complete 
in all of ité appotutments. The lecture-room 
yesterday morning was fully taken up by the 
large congregation of the cburch, the ordinary 
seating capacity being supp/emented by the use 
ot additional chairs. In point of numbers, the 
congregation was one that might well make 
vlad the heart of a pastor called upon to ad- 
minister to such a flock. The services, in and 
of themselves, were nothing ont of the usual 
order, the formal dedication of the room having 
already taken place, and the occasion being sim- 
ny the first reguiar service in the ‘new churvb. 
After the usual introductory exercises, the pas- 
tor invited the attention of his hearers to the 
faliowing passage of Scripture: 

So then, after the Lord had spoken unto them, 
He was received up into Heaven, and sat on the 
right hand of God.—Mark., xvi, 19. 

The fact Of the resurrection, said the preacher, 
was directly stated in only two of the Gospels, 
—Mark ana Luke,—although Matthew and John 
stated it by inference. Byt even if there had 
been utter silence on the part of the disciples 
with regard to the ascension, Christians would 
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always have believed in that crowomg act from 
the ver? ure of *s mission to redeem

with regard to the ascension 
through the Book of Acts and the 
which liberal citations were made. - Christ’s 
ascension was necessary to the completion of 
His atoning work. Had He not ascended, 
He mist have died twice, and death would not 
have been swallowed up in victory, anc there 
would have been no gift of the Holy Ghost. 
But the ascension rounded out the cirele of His 
divine mission, and rendered it glorious and 
complete. In the ascension humanity became 
glorified, and Christ became the first fruits of 
them that slept. The preacher glowingly de- 
scribed the ascension, and allowed his imagina- 
tion to picture the glorious reception which 
Christ must have met on his re-entering Heaven. 
There were valuable truths to be learned from 
the ascension. The Lamb, _ sitting 
the right hand of God the Father, was 
a prophecy that His truth must have 
progress, and that the time must come 
when He shall reign victorious, King of Kings, 
and Lord of Lords.

With 
him there was perfect security at tae thought 
that the everlasting arms were beneath him, 
and, if Christians would always turn their eyes 
to the throne, discouragement would never 
come, and the thought of death would have 
no terrors. The ascension localized Heaven. 
Christ’s language would be wholivy unmeaning 
if Heaven was to be a shadowy, anystical state, 
as some imagined it to bre. ut, in tbe full 
light of the Master’s words, the conclusion was 
forced that, as there hes been a definite, visible, 
tangible departure from the sliores of Timé, 
there had also been a definite, visible, tangibie 
landing on the shores of Eternity. All who 
would believe in Christ were to have an oppor- 
tunity to believe, abd when all had had that 
opportunity, dnd the Gospel tidings had been 
proclaimed, and cvery eye had been directed to 
Jesus, then, as the preacher interpreted Script- 
ure, He would come and put ilis enemies under 
His feet. His coming would be sudden, like 
that of thethief in the night. To believers it 
wouid be a joyful day, but. to God's enemies it 
would. be a day ef terrors.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
ANOTIIER SECESSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CryctnnatTt, O., April 28.—The Rey. P. B. 
Morgan, for many yeats Rector of St. Jobn’s 
Church in this citv, this evening delivered a 
formal address to his congregation announcing 
his severing from the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and his.purpose to go over to the Ke- 
formed branch. He gave at considerable tength 
the reasons for his action. He stated that the 
facts devcloped at the Triennial Convention at 
Boston hast fall convinced him that there wasa 
strong tendency in the Church towards Ritual- 
ism, and that the Kitualists were steadily in- 
creasing in numerical strength. That tendency 
be deprecated, and, after debating the ques- 
tion with himself for a long time, he came 
to the conclusion that the only legitimate tning 
for him to do was to withdraw from the Church. 
In the Reformed branch he could find all thagz 
be asa. strict churchman could want, and he 
had decided to give in his adherence to that 
movement. The announcement took bis con- 
gregation by surprise, although it was known 
that he was not in sympathy with the Kituwalistic 
element of the Church.- He had prevfously ex- 
pressed his purpose to resign as pastor. St. 
Jobn’s has grown under his charge tobe the 
most flourishing Episcopal church in this city. 
It is rumored that Mr. Morgan will take charge 
of a Reformed church in Chicago. 

RETIREMENT. 

New York, April 28.—The venerable Rector 
of St. George’s Protestant Episcopal Caurch, 
the Rev. Dr. Stephen H. yng, Senior, preached 
a farewell sermou this mornibg. Speaking of 
his ministry, he said it had been no exception 
to the general rule governing .the world. The 
labor and responsibility were great, and this, 
with his feebdleness of body, led him to volun- 
tarily retire. He thanked the congregation {for 
their kindness to him, and said he had much 
for which he thanked God daily, and nothing of 
which to compiain. When speaking of the 
severance of relations between them, his voice 
faltered. At the close he was led out of church 
leaning feebly onthe arm of one of the con- 
gregation.

Mitrory, Mass., April 28.—Fiitecn hundred 
people attended the Catholic Church to-day, at- 
tracted by the expectation that Father Cuddeby 
would allude to the controversy between him- 
eclf and the Society of Hibernians.

Why the New Yorkers are so peculiarly en- 
amored of the ad valorem tariff systein may be 
gathered trom the subjoiued extract culled from 
au oltticial report of the United States Bureau of 
Statistics, showing the extewt of the-frauds at 
the New York Custom-House, co#mmitced not 
by oflicials but by smuggiers.

Of course only a traction of the frauds could . 


be discovered. But from the magnitude of the 
almounts sued for some idea may be formed of 
the extent of this placcr. The referertice of the 
Bureau.report to only a few valuable articles 
is calculated to convey the impression that 
they alone are smuggied. This is a great 
nistake. Frauds and undervalustion extend 
to metals, sugar, and molasees, and ail sorts of 
goods that are dutiable. The estimate cl the 
Phitadelphia Custom-House report is that the 
Governinentis cheated annually out of from 
t ty-live to thirty millions of dollars by 
stuugyling and undervaination. Boss Tweed’s 
gaug stole trom the New York City Treasury 
sone .twenty millions in about cight years. 
But héreis a distinct charge that the National 
freasury is robbed every year of from twenty- 
five to thirty millions »‘y smuggling, which f 
chiefly perpetrated at New York. 

We say, therefore, that New York is the 
smuggiers’ paradise. The stealings eclipse en- 
tirely all the robberies perpetrated by the Tweed 
Ring, and they ¢o ou year after year to the 
same exient, until the smugualers bave crown 
insolent with impunity, and have made a. tariif 
of their own, and set up a champion in Congress 
to torce it throngh. They. have always bad a 
special tariff recognized at New York that was 
not enforced in avy other city of the Kepublic. 
The excuse for it Was the desire to maintain the 
commercial ascendancy of New York; but in so 
doing the Americau merchants of that city nave 
been ruined, and the commerce of the port has 
heen monopolized by foreign houses entirely, to 
whose hirelings smuggling is a regular profes- 
sion and perjury an art. Ad valorem 1s the 
Key to this system; and now with Congress 
managed by Fernando Wood, so long the head 
of the New York Ring before tne rise of men 
like Tweed, all duties are to be adjusted in 
that way in order that the cheating may become 
comprehensive, uuiversal, sysiematic, and 
sweeping. As the stealing excceds $25,000,000 
a year under the protective tariff, what might it 
not rise to under Wood's tariff? Preceding 
legislators on this subject have recognized to 
some extent the main duty of providing reve- 
nues. But Fernando assumes it to be the 
principal duty of Congress to legalize fraud and 
jacilitate and encourage smuggling. He cocks 
his eye at the $25,000,000 affair, and he 
acknowledges the force of that argument above 
all others.

At 
all events, I should strongly counsel any Amer- 
icans who may be only prepared for a short stay 
with us not to leave their lares and penates 
BEFORE THE BEGINNING OF JUNB, 

unless they wish to be dismally disappointed ,— 
especially in the American section. 

Gen. Mc€ormick, the United States Com- 
missioner, and his staff arrived here via Havre 
atew days ago. The General has pitehed his 
tent at that very pleasant place, the Hotel 
Spolendide. If he looks out of his windows, he 
has tothe right and left of him the most ad- 
mirabie monutment of French enterprise and 
energy he could wish to see. The new avenue 
de POpera—the ~maguificent ‘street that has 
arisen, as if by enchantment, within the last 
eight months—stretches on ove side from the 
hotel to the ruined Tuileries and the Piace du 
Theatre Francais, with its bright ornamenta- 
tion of fountains and statues. Looking in the 
other direction, he sees the whole splendid 
Place de Opera, andsthe Opera itself, alive 
from morn:to midmewith hurrving, bustling 
crowds, and each night, too, flooded by the 
cold, clear effulgence of the electric Nght.

One or two receptions at the Elysee, a stray fete 
or two at the Ministries, the Comce d’Osmond’s

the current expenses of the City Govern- 
ment. The fiscal year of 1878 began on the 
lst day of January, and will end on the last 
day of December next. The appropriations 
for the year were in round numbers about 
$4,000,000, including those to pay the inter- 
est on the public debt. The cash means to 
pay the interest on that portion of the debt 
represented by the water-bonds is furnished 
by the income of the Water Department. 
There are also some $300,000 income frorh 
licenses and other gencral sources, but the 
remainder of the revenue to meet appro- 
priations must be obtained from taxation. 
The taxes to meet these appropriations will 
not be due until the following year. The 
revenue from personal taxes will be partially 
collected in January, February, and March 
of next year, and the bulk of the taxes,— 
that is, all the real-estate taxes,—though due 
in December, will not be collected until Sep- 
tember and October of 1879, or seventeen 
months hence. 

The city is therefore compelled to carry on 
the Government with these orders, except to 
the extent of the revenue from licenses, un- 
til the collection of the personal taxes, be- 
tween January and March next, and, for the 
remainder of the expenses, until the collec- 


wholesale dealers will accept from retail 
dealers city scrip, in which case retail deal- 
ers will accept the scrip from their custom- 
ers. The teachers, firemen, policemen, and 
all other city employes will thus be able to 
pay their bills for rent, groceries, fuel, dry

This currency given to the city 
scrip can at best be but temporary ; to carry 
several millions of dollars of that paper for 
six, ten, or fifteen months will be an ex- 
action, a sort of forced loan, to which the 
community may submit this time, but which 
can never be successfully repeated. The 
difficulty may be thus bridged over for a 
month or six months, to be presented again 
next new New Year’s Day, when a new issue 
of scrip isto be made, a new loan is to be 
enforced, and another year of kiting, and 
shaving, and beggarly importunity is to be 
renewed. There must be a limit to this 
kind of business, and itis beyond all hope 
that this scrip or any other kind of scrip can 
hereafter be forced upon any persons for 
any purpose, unless there shall be some 
legal and authoritative affirmation of the 
validity of the paper.

New York, April 25.—I have been talking 
with some of the music-publishers here, with a 
view to getting out some of the interesting 
facts about the “popular” publications of the 
day. No compositions in the whole range of 
music mect with such financial success as those 
which ordinary people are accustomed to look 
upon as “trash.”’ And, while a writer of high- 
toned melodies looks with contempt upon the 
composer of *} Don’t be angry with me, dar- 
ling,’’ the latter is consoled with the reflection 
that, evenif his workis not esthetic, it pays. 
For instance, Will 8. Hays, of Louisville, well 
known as an author of popular songs, has 
made a modest fortune out of a single ballad 
called ** Mollie darling.’”’ And he considers this 
one of the poorest he has ever written. But it 
bears the merit of simplicity, and by far the 
greatest demand is for songs of that quality. 

The bistories of some of these are full of in- 
terest. At this moment | think of rather an 
odd incident, where a ballad inspired purely by 
contempt for the meaningiess stuff in fashion 
was accepted in earnest by the public, and had 
an enormous sale. The song | refer to is “Put 
me in my little bed,’ and itisn’t long since it 
was sung throughout the country by everybody, 
irom squalling infant to fat and placid matron. 
The author, Dexter Smith, had written a pum- 
ber of clever verses, which he carried to his 
publisher. That gentleman, after glancing 
them over, handed them back, with the follow- 
ing doubtful criticism : 

‘These are very good, Mr. Smith,—too good, 
in fact. Yes, they are too good torme Use 
them in the At/aatic, or some such place. What 
I want just now is something after this pat- 
tern ’’: 

And he readto the astonished writer some 
selections from several of the popular ballads. 
Smith was disgusted. 

‘“*it surely can’t be possible,” said he, ‘that 
the public wants such miserable stuff as this.” 

* It is not only possible, but true.”’ 

“* Then I don’t wouder that mine is too good 
for your use. Good day!’’ 

And the young composer half-angrily strode 
out of the office, reflecting upon the degeneracy 
of the public mind. He was going along one of 
the narrow Boston streets, absorbed ,in his 
thoughts, when he heard a dirty little urchin 
yell to bis mother, ** Sa-ay, mam! Put me in my 
lictle bed!”. There was nis subject! And, go- 
ing home, filled with a determination to wnte 
the nost unutterable mess of dreariness he 
could think of, he composed the song which bas 
since made him famous. His little joke was 
well received, and its reputation spread until 
the sales reached an enormous figure. 

In this convection, let me give you the num- 
ber of copies sold of afew of the best known 
publications of this kind: “ Put me in my lit- 
tle bed,” by Dexter Smith. 250, 000 ;

At infrequent 
intervals these periodicais go so far as to print 
an operatic selection or a Chopin waltz, 
but their prevailing tone is bot 
in this direction. And, as they are 
mostly successful, the inference is plain. There 
is but obe publication in the country devoted 
exclusively to the interests of the lovers of 
good music. It is printed by a Buston tirm, 
and its sphere is among the higher walks of 
the art. A friend once congratulated the editor 
upon the success of his magazine among the

A Bevy of the Elite of Philadelphia Enjoy 
a Fete Champetre.

PorapeLruta, Pa., April 28.—The fog was 
just rising from the valley of the Schuylkill, 
yesterday morning, when a party of about forty 
roughs, most of them drunk, and all of them 
thoroughly disreputable in appearance, drew up 
under a Jarge tree in a meadow two miles above 
Manayupk. ‘They had come out, as one of them 
expressed it, to “’ave a bit of manly sport,” 
which meant a prize-fight between John 
Mahoney, aged 19, who scaled 175% 
pounds, stood five fect eleven inches, 
and is generally known by his cronies 
in Kensington as tie “Giant Terrier,” and 
Fred Blugg, a Brumagen stecel-worker, who 
had recently been doing a “ fiver” at Sing Sing, 
and since he came to Philadciphia bad not been 
at work. He is 27 years old, five fect ten and a 
half inches in height, and weighs about 165 
pounds. The men made a match on Friday 
night in a saloon, and each put up $10, which 
sum Was supplemented by a purse of $20, ob- 
tained by subscription, for the winner. Tick- 
ets were issued at 2 a head, 
and the meu went up to  Man- 
avunk Saturday, accompanied by their 
traincrs and backers. The greater crowd of 
rowdies left Ninth and Green streets on the 
early train, the trip affording them time to get 
well suaked with whisky. Toe ring was inclosed 
by a clothes-line which Teddy Dovie nad stolen 
from a farm-house not far away. Time was 
called at 6:55, and the men, clad only in drawers 
aod stockings, faced each other. There was 
much confusion outside toe rove, and the referee 
orderea silence. Some one cried out, “LH 
smack you iu der teeth!’ The referee went 
for this man, but came back in an 
instant with a black cyve. A genera! row secm- 
ed imminent, but cooler judgment soon pre- 
vailed, and the two men faced each other again. 
In the first round, which lasted five minutes 
and a half, both parties got blood nearly at the 
same time, and a dispute arose, and two fights 
began outside the ring.

CONVEYING REAL ESTATE IN ENGLAND. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Dwiear, Ill., April 25.—I find in a recent is- 
sue of your paper some special correspondence 


from London, purporting tu bean account of. 


the Euglish method of conveying real estate. 
Having spent five years—the “graduating”’ 
term—in a solicitor’s office in the north of En- 
gland, I cannot help but notice several errors, 
or at least great deviations from the practice 
of conveyance during my experience, twentv- 


five years ago, in that part of the Kingdom, near, 
Manchester; and I had good reason to believe ° 


that the practice was uniform, except in Middie- 
sex and the West Riding of Yorkshire, where 
there are registry offices, affording the addition- 
al safecuard of recording the conveyances. 

It is true that the possession of the title-deeds 
for twenty years back or more, is prima-facie 
evidence of ownership. These deeds are usu- 
ally kept in safes or strong tin boxes. They are 
made of parchment, and always pass along with 
the land, except in case of a smaller picce being 
sold, when an attested copy of the deed of the 
entire tract is furnished as a muniment of title. 
Moreover, these deeds usually recite, by a series 
of ‘‘whereases,’’-a chain of title anterior to the 
instrument itself,—so that deeds covering a 
space of twenty years may show title back for 
forty, or even sixty years; and they frequently 
do so. It is not, however, usual to go 
back in cases of long hereditary titles, 
where the nodle “incumbent” succeeds to 
a large estate which has never been in contro- 
versy. Such titles are usually taken for grant 
ed, just as we would take for granted the tities 
of the State, or the Lilimois & Michigan Canal, 
when twenty-five or thirty years old. 

The use of the “‘abstract’’—which is quite 
common in England—is completely ignored by 
your correspondent. It is always furnished at 
auction-sales of mortgaged property, as weil as 
at private sales. 
“contracts”? necessarily or frequently used. 
The vendor and purchaser, or their agents, 
meet apd negotiate, and tbe price is fixed. 
Then the purchaser, anxious to get a good 
title and a good deed, goes tv his so- 
licitor and telis him what he has bought, 
and instructs him accordingly. This 
solicitor then calls on the vendor’s solicitor, 
who furnishes an “‘abstract of title,” which is 
perused and carefully criticised, and sometimes 
resuits in a paper called ‘“‘requisitious on 
title,” which requests the vendor to furnigh a 
missing link here and there, just as we do in 
this country. The vext thing is to compare the 
abstract with the title-deeds, to see that they 
are “‘abstracted’’ correctly. Daring ail this 
time, the deeds are not allowed for a moment 
out of the sight of the vendor or his solicitor— 
the comparing being done at bis office. The 
conveyance is then drafted by the purchaser’s 
solicitor, and is persued by the veudor’s 
solicitor, who takes cure that his client signs 
nothing but what is proper. The deed cn- 
grossed on parchment is then executed, and 

over, with the other parchments, to the 
purchaser’s solicitor, who, at the same time, 
hands over the money. 

I have known a case where a duplicate copv 
of a lease was used as a basis to borrow money 
upon; and afterwards the original (both being 
exactiy alike) was stolen from the lessor by the 
mortgageor, and used for the same purpose,— 
the result being that the property was twice 
mortgaged; and the mortgagees did not know 
it until one of them attempted to foreclose. 
This, however, was a leasehold-tenure. In 
freehold, fraud would not be so easy. A chain 
of perbaps four or five title-deeds would have 
to be forged; in some cases the probate 
or attested copy of a will would 
have to be fabricated,—all of which require 
great skiil and involve heavy risks. Neverthe- 
ess, about twenty vears agoa solicitor, named 
Mellor, whom I knew personally, forged a chain

SLANDERING SILVER. 


A Maine Preacher Bears False Witness in 
ijts Fast-Day Sermon, Charging that the 
Nation's Faith Was Violated by the Passage 
of cue Silver Bill-Gait Hamiiton Lifts the 
Keverend Slanderer’s Scalp. 

Gail Hamilton, having got done scalping ed- 
itors, has taken the clergy in band, and 1s mak- 
ing their fur fly. One of them preached a ser- 
moo in Portland, Me., against the remonetiza- 
tion of silver. A few extracts from her three- 
column ‘‘upen letter’ to the offending cler- 
g¥.1an will convey an idea of the manner in 
which she dressed him down: 


To the Kev. Edward Y. Hincks—Stx: In the 
Portland Advertiser of April 12 appears a fast- 
day sermop by you, entitled, **Tue Need of a 
Civil-Service Reforin Shown by the Passage of 
the Silver Bil!.” . 

One of the most strenuous rules of faith and 
practice iv the Congregational churches is that 
well-known direction, “If thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go tell him his fault be- 
tween thee aud him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou bast _ thy brother.” As a member 
in good and regular standing of one Co ga- 
tional church, while you are the brilliant leader 
OL another, as a native and citizen of the State 
which is the affectionate, if sometimes stern, 
mother of your own State, I feel a personal re- 
sponsibility for your good behavior; and I there- 
fore propose, in accordance with immemorial 
Congregational usage, to tell ‘you your fault be- 
tween you and me alone, in love and the spirit 
of meekness. 

The text of your sermon is, “Shall I connt 
them pure with the wicked balances, and the 
bag of deceitiul weights?’ This, however, is 
not really your text; it is but a catchwora., The 
actual text whose spirit breathes through your 
sermon is: “I thank Thee that lam not as 
other nen are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, 
or even as this publican in Congress.”’ 

In speaking of the late discussion of a great 
national financial measure, of the passage of the 
Silver bill. you rule out the possibility of ail 
honest difference of opinion, and, assuming a 
more than Papal infallibility, you pronounce all 
those Congressmen who are not on your side of 
the question thieves and robbers. Not content 
with this simple assertion, and disdaining so 
profane a process as the production of evidence, 
you administer to yourself the usual venefit 
of elergy, claim to be the mouthpiece of 
Heaven, and announce that the Creator of the 
Universe ison your side against a bi-metallic 
standard. These are your words: “ The men 
whom we have elected to make our laws have 
committed iv our name a deed which is a staiu 
upou vur national honor, and an offense against 
a righteous God. Speaking as our representa- 
tives, they have said that we prefer to pay our 
debts in a scant measure, iu order that we may 
defraud our creditors of a partof what we 
owe.”’ 

You make these statements without the shadow 
of an attempt to prove them. With one breath of 
your reverend lips you relegate thousands of 
your fellow-citizens to the criminal classes, and 
produce net a jot or tittle of evidence. You 
give no sign Oo 
the question yourself. You are politically but 
anecho of echoes, yet you rise up im your 
priestly office and deal out condemnxution upou 
your lay brethrev with a lavisi: ana lordly hand. 

NO BVIDENCE. 

The only thing waich hovers on the border- 
land of evidence for your wanton extravagance 
of assercion is in the side remurk: “ The nation 
had so often declared its purpose of payiug its 
debt, guld dollar for gold dollar.”” For lack of 
anything more tangibie in your ‘** loose expecto- 
ration of speech,’’ L must perforce avail myself 
of this, and bid you to name that wider congre- 
gation whom you address through the newspa- 
per the law, or statate, or bond, orother instru- 
ment which was ever uttered by this nation, 
promising **to pay gold doliar for gold dollar!” 
Your assertion is explicit, unmodified. No 
man, least of ull a mimster of the Gospel, could 
be excused for making such a statement with- 
out knowing whereot he affirmed. But 
this is what you have done. You had 
only to tura to the statutes of the United States 
and you would have found that never did Cun- 
gress utter ove word about paying “a gold 
dollar for a gold doilar.” Never can you tind 
in jaw or compact, expressed or implied, that 
this Government agreed to pay ‘gold ” alone. 
In every statute Congress agreed to pay “coin,” 
and, where it specified further, it specifiea 
“gold and silver.”” In every case where you 
find “gold,’”’? you will find the words “or 
silver”? immediately added. If you had been 
willing to relinquish the doctrine of plenary in- 
spiration when applying yourself to politics, 
and had doue so secular a thing as to look into 
the history of our bonds, you would haye 
found that, prior to July 14, 1870, all bonds of 
the United Staies simply agreed to pay so many 
‘“dollars,”’ without specifying the kind of 
dollars, and hence the mischievous Greenback 
movement to pay the bonds in paper. The in- 
terest was provided for in “coin,’’ but . the 
principal simply iu dollars. By the act of July 
14, 1870, to provide for the refunding of the 
United States debt at lower rates of interest, it 
was especially enacted that the bonds were pay- 
able *‘in the standard coin of that date.” 
Under that act neurly twelve hundred miluons 
of the bonded debt have been refunded, and 
the Greenback movemert that had menaced our 
public credit was destroyed. That the silver 
dollar was at that date one of the “ standard 
coins’ of the United States,—full legal-tender, 
—l presime tbat you will not venture 
to deny. Even after \the assumed de- 
monetization of silver in 1873, the bends 
of the United States all contained the 
same specific provision. wie | last summer a 
$500 United States bond of the new 4 per cents, 
which | was so happy as to hold for a_ fleeting 
moment, gave me time enough to read on its 
face the same detinition and limitation of the 
Goverument’s liabilitv to pavin the standard 
coins as they existed July 14, 1870. 

WHAT ARE THE GROUNDS? 

On what ground, then, do you charge upon 
scores of vour fellow-citizens, every one of them 
picked men, nearly every one of them with as 
sterling and stainless a reputation for honesty 
as yourself; upon what ground do you attempt 
to fasten upon thein charges of dishonor and 
disgrace! Upon what ground do you lay the 
wicked balances and the deceitful weights of 
the prophet at their door? 1s it that the silver 
dollar weighs only 4124¢ graius? Is anvbody de- 
ceived or attempted to be deceived by it? Is it net 
openly and publicly proclaimed that the silver 
dollar shall weigh just 41244 grains? Was not 
that its exact legal weight when the bonds were 
issued? Bring forward any agreement of the 
United States; bring forward from the stores 
of vour inspiration a ** Thus saith the ” 
that the silver dollar of the nation shall weigh 
more than 41234 grains! lam not now speak- 
ing of the wisdom of tne siJver dollar uor of 
the wisdom of its weight, but simply of its 
morality.

Those who were revenue officers when the old 
income-tax was alaw will bear witness that the 
people bore all other taxes imposed upon them 
with a cheerfulness truly commendable, but 
the income-tax caused more complaint than all 
otier kinds put together. 

It was.not the dojilars and cents that people 
objected to so much as it was the inquisatorial 
nature of getting it. In orderto tind out who 
has made $2,000, ap Assessor must be ap- 

ointed, whose duty it is to ascertain that fact. 
Rapesten e teaches that you cannot always tell 
who has an income of $2,000 and who has not; 
aud, as a result, every man, whether in busisess 
or not, must make a return. 

Under the oid law, Whiteside County had 
three assistant Assessors to do this work in the 
time aliowed by law, receiving pay at: the rate 
of $4adayv. The only way these Assessors can 
tell who has an income-tax and who has not is 
to notify all persons in their respective divisions 
to appear and make returns. 

if Mr. Burchard could stand and see the look 
of contempt and disgust that came over peod- 
pie’s faces when questions were asked under 
oath as to the income from children’s and wife's 
labor, outgocs to bired giris, doctors, and a 
thousand other equally odious questions that 
must be put under such atax, he would never 
cast a vote to restore it. ’ 

It is my honest conviction that the income- 
tax law did more to demoralize the American 
people than all the laws ever passed by Con- 
gress, many people regarding it perfectly 
legitumate to make a false return and swear to 
it.

THE TAX ON VESSEL PROPERTY. 

In consequence of the alleged é@xceasive taxation, 
vessel-owners at this port are clanging the port of 
hail of their craft, so that floating property, as far 
as ite ostensible ownership- here is concerned, is 
growing beautifully less. Several owners have 
lateiy changed the ports of hail of about fifteen 
veasels, incinding ten tugs. So far as can be 
learned, the assessments are not based on any reg- 
istered valuations of veese!s.

ALARM, 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

MANKATO, Minn., April 24.—The transforma : 
tion now going on in Minnesota is one of those 
striking spectacles which astonishes every one 
who visits the State. The change is so rapid 
and comprehensive that the mind of the casual 
visitor is bewildered to some exteut, and he 
asks himself if a movement so extraordinary can 
be stable in its character? And will it not be 
followed by a sharp and perilous reaction? If 
this phenomenal activity were of a speculative 
nature, sucha reaction beyond a doubt would 
sooner or later setin. But it is not of this sort. 
it is as legitimate and as wholesome in its char- 
acter as any social or industrial movement that 
was ever put In motion. 

Thousands ot able-bodied and intelligent men 
who have failed to find profitable employment 
in the Eastern States are simply moving into 
these fertile fields, where it is certain that they 
can turn their labor and their capital to the best 
account, | 

‘This is all the mystery there is inthe case. 
It cannot be said that Minnesota has resorted 
to aby spurious mearis to palf herself into 
notoriety. S80 far from this, she has been so 
busy in the cultivation of her soil that she has 
even neglected to avail herself of those per 
fectly legitimate aids which Providence, or, 
rather, fortune, had thrown withia her reach. 
Minnesota might have made a prominent 
figure at the Philadelphia Exposition last vear 
had she not been so much engaged at home in 
securing her mighty crop as to forget for the 
time the great advantages she migint thus have 
derived, and the triumphs she might have won. 

But the effect of her modesty or her negli- 
poo in this respect has been overcome by the 


ame Ofher wheat crop, the care of whith was - 


then absorbing all her attention. What petter 
proof could a new State ive of ber superiority 
than the capacity to bring forth from ber bosom 
40,000, or bushelsof the finest quality of 
wheagtin a single season? And this Minnesota 
has done. She has donc this, too, in the most 
quiet manncr, and without the least flourish of 
trumpets or mockery of sell-cioritication! 

but so big a tact cannot well be hid. It pro- 
claims itself. it noises itscif abroad, and the 
vast crowd of the unemployed who can find 
nothing 1u the stagnant cities for their hands to 
uo naturally turn their eves towards a land 
where, at so small an outlay of labor or of ¢ap- 
ital, results so surprising are produced. Conld 
toe relations of cause and effect be amade more 
clear and palpable? ws 

Wheresoever labor and capital are most want- 
ed, and where other things being equal they 
yield the largest returns, thither labor and cap- 
iia! will flow as naturaliy as rivers des¢end into 
the plains. 

This Minnesota immigration, therefore, je not 
an artilicia!l or speculative affair. It is a move- 
ment based upon stern economic laws, and is 
regulated iv its action by simple demand and 
Supply. Solong as labor can find more profit- 
avie employment in. Minnesota than in other 
States, so long will there be an emigration 
from those States into the broad and 
atfiluent prairies of that State. You 
cannot stop this movement, and no 
one should seek to stop it if they could. It is 
one of those normal and healthy actions by 
which the disordered equilibrium of society is 
restored, and its general welfare promoted. 
And bo one need fear that anv barm will accrue. 
No harm can come irom a cause which nature 
herself has set in motion. 


. The alarm, therefore, which has been mani-' 
fested in certain quarters in the East is wholly 


unfounded,—it is a grievous mistake. 

The present immigration to the West wMll, fn 
the end, prove to be, not a calamity,but a bless- 
ing to the Fast. Those who are left will most 
assuredly find themselves more prosperous than 
betore, after the redundancy of their popula- 
tion, which is one of the ehief causes of the 
evils under which the country has been suffer- 
ing, shall bave been removed. 

To have more people in a community than 
ean be profitably employed is not a bicssing, 
buiacurse. itis av injury and a tax upon the 
rest. It fills the towas with pauperism and 
crime, and brings the rewards of labor down to 
starvation rates. 

So far from seeing anything to alarm them in 
the present spontaneous immigration to the 
West, mtciligent people in the Kast, who view 
the subject Im a proper light, should see in it 
much that is encouraging, and lend to the mvuve- 
ment their earnest support. By so doing they 
would be aiding ou the inevitable progress of 
our national development, be putting an end hy 
peaceiul meaus to labor-strikes, and be laying 
upon a sound basis the corner-stones of a re- 
newed prosperity for themselves and for their 
country.

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A POST-OFFICE MYSTERY. 
COVERED UP BY PALMER AND STUART. 

Mr. E. A. Miller, who for nearly twelve years 
has been connected with the Money-Order De- 
partment of the Chicago Post-Office, has been 
removed—for cause. What that cause might 
be has been a matter of surmise for a week 
past, and even yet the whole truth is not known. 
A reporter of Taz Trisunz yesterday called 
upon Postmaster Palmer at his residence, No. 
656 North LaSalle street, and requested that 
gentieman to furnish the facts. 

Mr. Palmer said that there was only one 
thing certain about the whole business, and that 
was that he had discharged Miller for cause. 
He declined to say what outbreak on Miller’s 
part led him to take such action. For further 
particulars, the reporter was referred to Special- 
Agent Stuart, who was found at his residence 
on Wabash avenue, and subjected to the inquis!- 


torial process. 

Mr. Stuart disclaimed any knowledge of the 
facts further than that Miller had been bounced 
after investigation duly had. Some weeks ago 
Miller got mixed up in a very disreputable 
scrape in a Madison street hotel, and, according 


to Mr. Stuart, this caused his removal. Stuart 
alleged that an investigation was had, and that 
Miller, being adjudged not altogether innocent, 
was lifted out in the interest of morality, e*c. 
This may be true, but 1s pot all the truth. 
Mr. Miller’s hotel escapade Simplv precipitated 
a catastrophe which has beenimpeoding for along 
time, and which must bave ultimately over- 
whelmed him. The true tnwardness of the 
storv Special-Agent Stuart refuses; to divulge, 
pleading “ the good of the service.”’ 

But there is no room for doubt as to the fact 
that Mr. Miller, Cashier of the Money-Order 
Department, has been overtaken by other in- 
pulses than that which led him to trespass on 
other people’s rooms and raise a general rumpus 
in a down-town hotel. Furthermore, one Gregg, 
John W. by name, Superintendent of the De- 
partmient alluded to, is taking a vacation. Post- 
master Palmer says that Greeg has not been re- 
moved, and that he asked for a few days’ leave 
of absence. The reporter’s inference, from what 
he could learn from both his informants, was 
that Mr. Grevg will in the hereafter devote his 
talents to some other branch of industry, 
although neither Mr. Palmer nor Mr. Stuart 
bas as yet announced the fact officially. 
Greg will be around the office this 
morning, but his work is being attended 
to by Mr. Upham, formerly of the Jnter-Ocean 
and since Gen. Palmer’s advent an attache of 
the Post-Office. Capt. Stuart will not talk, but 
between his hints and the Postmaster’s explana- 
tion, it is pretty clear that there has been crook- 
edness in the department. The extent of this 
cannot be learned until red-tape has had its 
swing, and the Circumlocution Office has gotten 
through with the case. On one point Special- 
Agent Stuart is very positive, and that he strove 
to impress upon the reporter. Said he: ‘“ Re- 
member this, Mr. Reporter, whatever develop- 
ments there may be, the public ought to under- 
stand that there bas been pnotrouble since Mr. 
Palmer took hold of the office, and that he is 
in no wise answerable for them. Perhaps to- 
morrow, or perbaps in a few days, I shall bein a 
position to give yeu the facts in regard to this 
matter, but now I cannot.”’ :

Resolved, While a the fact that all 
trades-unions heretofore have failed on account of 
their independent or individual trade character, 
that, as a means of furthering co-dperation among 
the working classes, each member of this Union 
resolves himself into a commiitee of one and nse 
his utmost to persuade other trades to join our 
movement, . 
Resoived, That, asafurther means of improv- 
ing our condition, the Cigarmakers’ Union No. 11, 
of Chicago, presents the followingé demands as 
means to ameliorate the condition of the cigar- 
makers: 

1. The reduction of the hours of labor. 

©. Avolition of the contract convict labor. 

3. Abolition of the truck system. 

4. Prohibition of the ¢ oyment in industrial 
establishments of children under 14 years of age. 
5. The establishment of a labor bureau. 

¢. The inspection of factories. 

7. Labor propagation by means of a laber press 
and lavor lectures. 

THE CABINETMAKERS. 


A mass-meeting of cabinetmakers and wood- 
workers of the northwestern séction of the city 
was held at No. 353 Chicago avenue yesterday 
afternoon. The attendance was large and very 
respectable, and the proceedings were decorous- 


ly conducted. 

The meeting’was called to order at 3 o’clock, 
and Jacob Dilg was called to the chair, and H. 
Kaiser was elected Secretary. The object of 
the meeting was stated both in the German and 
Scandinavian languages—which was necessary 
to make it intelligible to all—to be to organize 
the “shops,’’ with a view of uniting with the 
Furniture-W orkers’ Union of Chicago at an 
early day. 

The notorious A. R. Parsons addressed the 
meeting at some length, urging the necessity of 
the industrial classes uniting and preparing 
themselves for whatever might transpire. The 
wrongs of the workingmen were radical, he 
said, and nothing but radical measures would 
protect them. The trades-union was the ar- 
mory, the insurance policy, of every working- 
man, and he was astonished that so lit- 
tle interest had been taken in their forma- 
tion and perpetuation. It was not 
enough to have one union, but there 
needed to be many, and the amalgamation of 
them all, for in union there was strength. There 
were great questions to be solved in the next 
few years by the workingmen, and they should 
be united at the ballot-box and in the workshop, 
to the end that they could be emancipated from 
the thraidom of capital. 

Speeches of atemperate nature followed in 
German, after which some unimportant business 
was transacted, and cards of membership were 
issued to such as desired to join the Union. 

The meeting adjourned about 5 o’clock.

There 
were S70 arrests during the year, which is an 
increase of 92 over the previous year.

SUPERIORITY OF HEREFORD CATTLE. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. | 

HiGHLAND Srock-Farm, Beecuer, Will Co., 
Nl., Aprii 16.—I find the quotations for beef in 
the London market on March 21 as follows: 
Scot, Hereford, and Devon, 17% to 18d. per 
pound; short-horn beef, 153% to 17}¢d. per 
pound. These market-reports indicate the esti- 
mation in which the different breeds are held in 
England. The quotations of erass-fed beef will 
show a wider range than these in fayor of the 
Hereford. The quotations for mutton on the 
same day were: For South-Downs, 22 to 23d. 
per pound ; for Cotswolds, Lincolns, and Lei- 
cesters, 19 7-10 to 207-10d. All of the above 
quotations were for meat, sinking the hides, 
pelts, and tallow. 

The receipts of fresh meats from America for 
the week ending March 25at Liverpool were; 
8,051 quarters of beef, 2,338 carcases of sheep, 
505 carcases of pigs. The beef in pounds must 
have reached nearly or quite 2.000,000 pounds. 
The average quotation for Short-Horn beef, by 
the above quotations, was 16d. per pound; the 
average for Hereford beef, 1s 1-i6d.,—a differ- 
ence of 1 3-16c. per pound, or an aggregate on 
one week’s shipment of nearly $24,000 in favor 
of Hereford beef over Short-Horn beet,—a very 
handsome margin for profit. 

The market as quoved is for Scot-Hereford and 
Devon. As the question! wish to discuss is 
between the Hereford and Short-Horn, we;will 
leave out the Scot and Devon at present. 

This day’s market is not exceptional in its 
general features. Lhe market-vaiue of the Here- 
ford and Short-Horn maybe stated in round 
firures at about 10 per cent in favor of the 
Hereford: and this fact is well understood and 
recognized in the Euglish markets. 

We will now look at the comparative cost of 
production as between the Hereford and Short- 
Horn. And here is the great difference in favor 
of the Hereford over the Short-Horn; and this 
claim I make boidiy, and lam ready te maip- 
tain it by test, to-wit.: that the Hereford beef 
can be produced at 25 per cent less than the 


Suort-Horn beef. 

In support of this, I will quote Mr. F. W. 
Stone, of Canada, Who is a noted breeder of 
both breeds. He says that three Herefords can 
be kept on the same feed as two Short-Horns. 

The late ex-Giov. Crapo, of Michigan, several 
years since. took a Hereford, a Short-Horn, and 
a Devon bull, and put each upon twenty com- 
mon or native cows; and, after several. years’ 
triais, dropped the Short-Horn and Devon, and 
use only Hereford bulls,—the difference being 
larcely in favor of Herefords. 

Wherever this test has been made, the Here- 
fords have shown their superiority as. grazers 
and feeders. 

The claim Herefords could be 
kept where four Short-Horns could was 
made in England last fall, and, -al- 
though made betore a large audience, it was 
not questioned. The London Live-Stock Journat, 
in commenting on this, sail that there might 
be some to question this, though it was not 
ee by the audience before whom it was 
Inaqae. 

A leading Short-Horn journal in this country, 
in commenting on this claim, admitted that five 
Herefords at 3 years might be fed at the same 
or less cost than four Short-Horns at 3: that 
Hereford beef at 3 vears old and over is always 
worth more inthe London market than the 
Short-Horn at any age; and that good butchera 
everywhere regard the quality of Hereford beef 
as better than Short-Horn beef. 

The claims of the Hereford for economy of 
production and value of product are true, and 
these claims are admitted by well-informed cat- 
tle-breeders and feeders, who have handled and 
fed both Herefords and Short-Horns. And, be- 
ing true, the question will naturally arise: 
Why have the Short-Horns been adopted in 
America so entirely as the breed from which the 
beef of this country bas been produced? This 
question is one that has sufficient interest to 
command your influence in determining it. 

The beef question is important in its rela- 
tions to the meat supply of this country, and its 
export value. Heretofore the breeding of cat- 
tle has been one of the items in farming,— 
usually from one to twelve steers on a farm. 
Now, herds on the Plains and in Texas number 
from 3,000 to 100,000 head. New conditions 
must be met, and itis on this Jarger scale that 
the Hereford makes the largest claims.

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THE COMMUNISTS. 


Meetings of the English and German- 
Speaking Sections. 


Moderate Opinions Expressed by All 
the Speakers. 


They Unite in Deriding the Attempt to Make a 
Scarecrow Out of the Party. 


The English section of the Socialistic Labor 
party held a meeting at No. 45 North Clark 
street yesterday afternoon. Beniamin Sibley 
was chosen Chairman and T.J. Morgan Secre- 
tarv. 


Four applications for membership were re-. 


ceived: one from a clerk, anotber from a cigar- 
maker, a third from a laborer, and the other from 
a printer. They were questioned as to their 
knowledge and indorsement of the principles 
ot the organization, and the answers being 
favorable they were elected members. 

About an hour was spent in the trial of amem- 
ber who was charged with treason, in that he 
had worked tor Ald. Cullerton at the last 
election in order to get a subordinate pub- 
lic position. It was al'eged that he hadn’t 
money enough to support his family, yet was 
spending money in saloons, and told members 
of the party to “shut one eye.” He had 
also stated that he merely worked for 
Cullerton as a “blind,” he at the same time 
workiug secretly for the Socialistic candidate. 
He admitted that he got the place through the 
indorsement of Culierton. He had sent in his 
resignation, because he ee told he could not 
hold the position and be Pmember vf the party. 

His counsel asked that he be allowed to with- 
draw honorably, but the prosecutor insisted that 
if he were allowed to do so it would be an in- 
ducement for others to become traitors. An 
example should be made. The defendant’s 
moral standard was too low for him to remain a 
member of the party.. 

The verdict was ‘‘guilty,’’ and the sentence 
expulsion, the vote being 53 to 2. 

Another member was charged with “blowing 
around”? that he had influence with the party, 
and pledging his influence to the Republican 
candidate, in order that he, if elected, might get 
a claim of his for $1,300 through the Council. 

lt was stated that ‘the accused belonged to 
the Barr clique, most of whom had been 
bounced, and this settied his hash. The vote 
to expel bim was unanimous. 

Another, who went to the Toledo Convention, 
and had gone back on the party, was arraigned, 
but his case was deferred until the next meet- 
ing. 

The rules were suspended in order to admit 
several persons as members. 

Mr. Goldwater asked what the Agitation Com- 
mittee had done toward counteracting the slan- 
ders heaped upon the party Jatety by the press. 

Mr. Shilliag remarked that they had passed a 
silent vote of thanks. |Laughter.| The ex- 
citement in the city had been pretty thoroughly 
discussed by the Committee, and they believed 
it would act so favorably for the party that they 
didn’t care about taking any action at all. 
[Applause.] All thev wanted the community 
to understand was, that the only deadly 
intended to use were 
the mouth, the pen, and the Soctalistic princi- 
ples. [Applause.| The Committee believed 
the agitation of the past week would add 2,000 
votes at the next election, and hoped the papers 
would keep it up alittle longer,—the longer 
the better for the Socialists. 

Mr. Tim O'Meara stated that pulicemen were 
instructed last election to go into the Sixth 
Ward and do all in their power to elect Culler- 
ton, and, as some had since been discharged, 
the police authorities wanted to raise an excite- 
ment in order to get them back on the force. 

Mr. Shilling liked agitation. No party could 
grow without it. He cnjoyed the recent ex- 
citement. What did the Section intend to do? 
He hoped they would get up a lively agitation, 
—that the capitalists would accept the chal- 
lenge sent_out by the Agitation Committee, and 
that thousands would come and hear the dis- 
cussion. They should talk among themselves. 

Mr. Goldwater said he conuldn’t sleep one 
night last week, he was-so mad at the slanders. 
The Socialists were organized, but they had 
nothing to defend themselves with,—no paper 
to stand up forthem. If communications were 
sent to the opposition papers, they would not 
be printed, because the papers’ arguments were 
upset in them. The loafers, from the Mayor 
down,—the cut-throats, robbers, and slanderers, 
and blacklegs,—didn’t know what the Socialists 
wanted, since they had no opportunity to de- 
fend themselves. He hoped two good citizens 
would come forward and tell them what the 
Socialists wanted. The Socialists would tell 
them what they (the citizens) wanted. | Laugh- 
ter. 
Sar. Uuseck remarked that the people were 
scared to death, and something ought to be 
done to remove their fear, or they would leave 
the Socialists alone in the city. He hoped Cul- 
lerton and his crowd would go. He hed drawn 
up a paper, which shoulda be issued in the form 
of a hand-biil. 

The document set forth that the Communis- 
tic drilling was a great bugaboo. The motive of 
the Socialists was pot to disturb the peopie, but 
to protect them from the frauds that are perpe- 
trated at the ballot-box by the old parties and 
their tools at every election throughout the 
county. Washington said thata free people 
should be armed and disciplined. He was.a 
good authority. The capitalistic papers were 
ruining this country. All of them were run in 
the interest of the old political parties. **‘ Work- 
ingmen, see where you stand! You have voted 
and wrangled with the oid parties, and to-day, 
if you ask for your rights, your lifeis threatened 
by them and their teols. Thev call out the 
militia force of the nation and ask the State to 
send arms to arm the police to shoot you as if 
you were dogs. Will -you stand it any longer, 
or turn out on next election-day and send work- 
ingmen to represent you in the legislative halls 
of your country ?”’ 

Mr. O'Meara denied the truthfulness of the 
story published in Tue Trisung about 
Kearney’s attack on the Catholics of San 
Francisco. He did not believe the Bishop had 
denounced Kearney. The charge was made, in 
his opinion, forthe purpose of inducing the 
Catholics not to join the Socialists. Tug TRib- 
UNE and J7imes were the greatest enemies the 
Catholics had in Chicago. 

Mr. Morgan inquired if the speaker was a 
Catholic. 

Mr. O’ Meara replicd that he was. 

Mr. Morgan gaia his statement then was en- 
titled to more weight thanif he had been an 
infidel, 

On motion, the sentiments of Mr. Duseck’s 
document.were indorsed. 

Mr. Morgan moved that it was the sense of 
the Section that Ald. Stauber be requested to 
protest against the ordinance of Cuilerton to 
the Council, because he was ‘“*a convicted 
thief.”” Agreed w. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


THE GERMAN-SPEAKING SECTION, 

A largely-attended Socialist meeting was beid 
last evening in the hall corner of North avenue 
and Church street. John Weldes presided, and 
George Blinks acted as Secretary. Herr Grot- 
kan made a long speech in German. His re- 
marks were oot at all incendiary in character. 
Tn fact, he only advised a thorough organization 
of the industrial classes as against monopolies. 
He held that the monopolies had succeeded in 
becoming the powers they are through the lack 
The 
reason rates of freight, postage, etc., all over 
the world were so cheap was because 
workiagmen were beaten down to laboring for 
starvation rates. His remedy lay in the co- 
operative state,—in placing all railroads, tele- 
graph lines, etc., in the hands of the Govern- 
ment. His ideas were identically the same as 
those enunciated by A. R. Parsons in Tue Trip- 
UNE a few days ago, which are that capital shall 
only share alike with the wage-workers. He 
held that these were the only correct principles 
of the world. He said that the press had writ- 
ten a great dea] during the past week, but what 
they wanted was investigation into their objects. 
The monopolies had brought on al] the corrup- 
tion. The press was in the pay of the capitalists, 
and it was therefore their interest to cry down 
the Socialists. In Pennsylvania, he said, the 
coal-miners had veen hung because they had 
demanded their rights. Pittsburg had witness- 
ed its era of destruction. But if the corrup- 
tion was not put down, and labor accorded its 
due, the revolution would surely come, and that 
in the near future. [Applause.| The hoarding 
of millions by individuals was to be checked. 
So far, and no farther, must be insisted on to 
the capitalist. Men should be paid in propor- 
tion to their power of production, and that 
era must s y come. Each man should 
be accorded is right. Their principle 
was right. That was not accorded to-day to the 
workingman. They were not allowed sufficient 
to barely exist. There were thousands suffer- 
ing upon our streets. He held that Socialism 
must stand; that it wag bound to succeed. He 
tabooed the idea that the Socialists were arm- 
ing. He pictaredatime when the Socialists 
would have their way,—that is, when they had 
sufficient strength to make their points. Then, 
if an employer would attempt to discharge ‘his 
help because they d SaGeP “Kes, the 
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ee ts casi eet taecs eainedl oe 
eal organizations of to-day. ‘They want- 
of tomer more Moding und strotavr. The 
pe pod of the people werecrushed in the dust, 
and their rights trampled upon. Hesaid that the 
revolution in Paris was brought on too soon, 
and the result was that those who bad attempted 
it were scattered far andwide, An zation 
of a thorough character would carry their point. 
They could not get all they wan through the 
ballot-box. They had to plant their ideas and 
principles into the minds of the people, but they 
bad also to have such an organization that the 
privileged classes could not | scatter with guns 
and cannon. They sbould have such an organi- 
zation that would make itself felt; that would 
be a power in itself, so that the espionage of the 
privileged classes over them woulda be impossi- 
ble. They should bring all the trades witbin 
their folds, and thus to show capitalists that 
they were a vower. To force a reduction of the 
hours of labor; to increase wages. By such an 
organization, through the means of the ballot- 
boa, they would gain their object. What was 
wanted, however, was that their organization 
should extend o¥er the entire country,—over 
the entire world, if possible. In that way it 
would be increased. The organization should 
be internationai in character, the same as was 
the organization of the capitalistic classes. In 
France, Holland, Belgium, Germany, Switzer- 
land, and everywhere, thev should have their 
sections. The labor of women and chil- 
dren should not be tolerated § any- 
where in the trades. For this rea- 
son shoulda the Socialist organization 
be world-wide. They wanted no religion or 
nationalities known in the Socialistic ranks. 
They wanted men—human beings. The 
capitalists were raising the question of nation- 
ality, in order to raise German against Bo- 
hemian, ete. The religion of Jesus Christ in 
this country was nothing but a political organ- 
ization. The Christian religion taught Com- 
munism. It stood on broad grounds, and taught 
charity. It never taught that millions should 
starve while a few grew rich. The modern 
Christian religion taught no correct godly 
principles. It created classes. - It idolized the 
rich and crushed the poor workingmen; 
it sneered at his scanty garments. To- 
day the Chicago press cried for the 
gallows for the Communists. [Applause.| But 
the time was coming when the programme 
would be changed. When each man would be 
rewarded in proportion, and Right would reign. 
He again called them to organize so thoroughly 
that the capitalists would be compelled to 
recognize them, It was nota war for State 
rights but a war for private rights. Next to 
private rights came State rights, and when the 
former was secured the latter was assured. 
When they had secured their reductions 
of the hours oF labor, they should 
also insist upon a labor statistical 
bureau, which should know what a man’s living 
expenses, under ordinary circumstances, are, 
including fuel, food. rent, clothes, etc., and la- 
bor should be paid accordingly. Less than 
actual living expenses for wages would bring 
the wage-worker upon the actual road of grad- 
ual starvation. He then figured out how co- 
operation would work. He did not advocate the 
eradication of capital, but would give it no 
more in proportion than to the laborer who 

helped to produce it. 
At the conclusion of his lecture, Mr. Grotkan 
was accorded a vote of thanks. 
The meeting then adjourned. 


THE RAILROADS. 


THE RAILROADS OF ENGLAND. 
The following analysis of the accounts of six 
teen of the principal railroads of Engiand is in- 
teresting. The statement shows the progress 
made by these sixtcen roads during the year 
ending Dec, 31, 1877, as compared with the same 
period of 1876. It is, however, impossible tc 
say whether the traffic is mecreasing in a ratio 
sufficient to balance the heavy outlay on capita. 
account by studying the figures of anvone year. 
The lines are just now working undcr very fa- 
vorable conditions as re®ards some of the beav- 
jest portions of their working charges, ahd in 
others capital outlay is, it is feared, to some ex- 
tent, relieving revenue. Under all these advan- 
tages the increase in net revenue was not equal 
last year to the increased charges on capital ac- 
count.

DESIRES TO REACH DETROIT. 

The Detroit Free Press says: ** The mention 
yesterday of the desire of the Wabash Railway 
to extend its line to Detroit met with a most 
favorable reception from the business commu- 
nity. The one line that would best secure the 
commercial supremacy of Detroit is a direct 
outlet to the territory traversed by the Wabash. 
Under the recent energetic management it has 
developed into one of the most popular rail- 
roads in the country. Less than a year ago the 
stock was down to 75 cents per share, and no 
buyers; now it ranges from $17 to $20, with an 
apparent upward tendency. The road has done 
an immense business, both fh freight and pas- 
sengers, and the monthly reports show well. 
It cuts diagonally all the best lines in the West, 
strikes the Mississippi River at four competing 
points, and has its principal western terminus 
in St. Louis, a city that is expanding with a most 
rapid and prosperous growth. The country back 
of St. Louis is settling up very rapid)y, and it 
bids tair to become one of the greatest cities on 


‘the continent. Nothing could be better for thie | 


Wabash than to make its Eastern terminus in 
Detroit. It would have direct connection with 
the three great Canadian lines; and be equally 
fed by each of them. Inthe West it would 
similarly be aided by the influence of the 
same lines, the effect of which would be to im- 
mensely influence its share of freignt and pas- 
sengers. lt is not likely that Toledo will ever 
have any more outlets to the East than it has at 
present, and there will always be a tendency on 
the part of those routes, especially if under the 
one ultimate contro}. to make the Wabash sub- 
ordinate to them in every way. 

* On the other hand, it is quite apparent that 
nothing could be better for Detroit, or conduce 
more to its prosperity, than to have such a long 
and magnificent line as the Wabash tributary 
to it. Certainly the people of this city would 
rejoice to see the Wabash reach here, and inas- 
much as it traverses quite a different region, 
there ought not to be any opposition to the 
project from any of our existing railroad lives.” 

NEBRASKA LIVE STOCK. 

The Daily Nebraska Press, of Nebraska City, 

states that a new impetus has been given to the 


4 railroad war in that city going on between the 


Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and the St. Louis 
railroads. The stock dealers of that section 
had always. stayed by the Chicago, Buriington 
& Quincy and Chicago commission merchants, 
although both the railroads and dealers have 
always bled them. St. Louis offered them no 
market whatever, and it was ** Hobson’s choice,” 
—Chicago or nowbere. Now, however, says the 
Press, everything is changed. St. Louis mar- 
kets are on a par with Chicago, and 8t. Louis 
dealers have at last got their eves open to the 
importance of controlling the shipments of the 
Northwest. With this idea in view, thev are 
makipe a determined effort to draw ail the 
grain and stock shipments awav from Chicago, 
and are at Nebraska City for that purpose.
